When he had thus eftabliíh'd his Empire in 4f/a, he turn’d his 
thoughts to his European affairs. And therefore the fame year orders 
his Prime Vizir, Efabeki Shabyn Lala (3), a General both valiant and

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brated by Gregoras, if the computa- 
tion of years would allow it. But 
fince he ie Amurius died of a wound 
receiv’d by an Arrow in the year of 
Chrift 1348, and of the Hegira 749, 
at the fiege of a Caftle built by the 
Chriftians for the defence of Smyrna, 
and as Murad was not known in Eu- 


imp till eleven years after ; namely, 


in 760, and the next year afcended 
the throne, on the death of his fa- 
ther Ortban; we conjecture that 
Gregoras meant fome other Perfian 
Prince in Afia of rhe fame name with 
Sultin Murad, whofe dominions (be- 
caufe they are not mention’d in the 
Turkifo Annals) either fell to Ano- 
ther for want of Heirs, or were 
fwallow'd up by fome powerful 
neighbouring Prince. However, the 
more Cantacuzenus’s folly is to be 
blain’d, for making ufe of an Infidel, 
not only to curb his Enemies, but to 
hay wilîe the Cbriftian Territories, 
and thereby fhowing a way to the 
Mabometans into Europe; the more 
praife-worthy were the virtues of 
Amurius, and the uncommon gene- 
rofity of the Turks towards thofe they 
call Gaur or Infidels. Certainly A. 
murius's inviolable Friendfhip for Can- 
tacuzenus, which was the fame in ad- 
verfity , deferves no lefs encomiums 
than {hore beftowed by the Antients 
on, the Friendfhip.of Pylades and O- 
reftes. Gregoras, fo frequently menti- 
on'd by us with honour, gives us fiñ- 
gular inftances of this friendfhip in 
his thirteenth Book ; which, as his 
Works are not in every one’s hands, 
it will not be improper to infert 
here. The Emperor Céitacuzenus 
being ìnpïp'd in the TyiMdMic War, 


Amurius. when he faw he wae not 


attended with the defir’d fuccefs, 
crofífed the Helle/pont in the depth of 
Winter, and came to the Emperor’s 
Affiftance with a powerful Army. 
But being detain’d by the badnefs of 
the Weather, and the Ways near 
Dydomothycon, where the Emprefs 
Irene was left with a few Attendants, -- 
he pitched his Tents in the Fields; 
and would not enter the City, or 
embrace the opportunities given him 
by the Emprefs; neither would he, 
tho’ defir'd, come into her prefence ; 
faying, it was no lefs abfurd to vifit 
his Friend's Wife in his abfence, 
than unbecomjng and repugnant to 
Friendfhip, to enjoy the pleafures of 
life, whilft his Friend in a foreign 
Country was ítruggling with his ad- 
veríe fortune. 

(2) Chodavendikar| This is a Perfian 
word, and fignifie$ God's Workman, 
or additted to divine things. Why 
Sultan Murad affum'd this Appella- 
tion, is uncertain, tho’ he undoubt- 
edly took this as well as feveral 
other Titles, 

(3) Lala) This word fignifies ety- 
mologically, Tutor or Fojter-father, 
who is appointed to be Guardian and 
Inftructor to the young Princes, 
This name was firít given to the 
Prime Vizir of Murad I. From 
that time the Turkifo Emperors, both 
in {peaking and writing to them, 
have been wont to give the appaia- 
tion of Lala as well to the Prime, 
as to all other Vizirs, as Lalam Ali 
Pafha, and Mi Lala Ali Pafoa. Be- 
fides thefe, the 4gafi or General of 
the Janizaries, and the Boftanji Ba/ba 
or the Chief of the Gardinegs or 
Keepers of the Royal Palaces, Rieve

wife, with fome light-armed' Troops. to crofs the. Swaits of Ca/lipalis 
and take Adrianople, whilft he himfelf follows with a more powerful 
Army. The Vizir at the firft affault takes Adrianople before the Sul- 
tan’s Arrival; at the news of which, Murad, thinking his prefence 
would be unneceffary, returns.with a few, forces uo Prufa. But, leaít a 
delay fhould be detrimental: to-his affairs, he appoints Haji Ornusbeg to 
be Beglerbeg (4) of Rumeli (5), or his European Conquetts, after he had 
order'd the Prime Vizir to lead his moft victorious Army into the in- 
moft Parts of Thrace.

(4) Beglerbeg) This word fignifies 
Prince of Princes, (as 8habin-fhab, 
Emperor of Emperors) which title, tho’ 
all the Vizirs who have three Horfe- 
Tails, do enjoy, yet three are more 
efpecially honoured with it; namely, 
Rumeli Beglerbegi, who refides at So- 
phia, Anadoli Beglerbegi, who keeps 
his reíidence at Kutabia, and Sham 
Beglerbegi, who refides at Damajcus ;

vulgarly cald Sham, and Shami 
Sherif, Damajcus the Holy.

noon-Prayers at the ninth hour, for 
three of the clock,] Evening-Prayers 
at the twelfth hoyr, [or fix of the 
clock,] Night-Prayers at the firft 
hour and half of the night, [or half 
an hour paft feven.] Morever, in 
appointing the time of thefe Prayers, 
they are fo fuperftitious, that after the 
prefcrib’d hour they deem them vain 
and fruitlefs, and to be repeated here- 
after in Arâf (or Purgatory.) Thus, 
to fay Morning-Prayers after-Sun-ri- 
fing, Noon-prayers at the ninth 
hour, Jkindi at the twelfth, Evening-

day-break, they neither think lawful 
nor acceptable to God. In the Field, 


before a Battle, they are obliged to- 


perform their Namaz but after the 
battle is begun, or if it continues be- 
yond the hour, the Namaz may be 
omitted without fin, becauíe they are 
of opinion that a more acceptable 
woríhip cannot poffibly be paid to 
God, than to fight ftrenuoufly a- 
gainít the Chriftians. [Friday or the 
gurkifb Sunday, is diftinguifhed from 
other days, only by their going on 
that day fix times to their Mofcbs, 
the additional Prayers being faid be- 
tween Sun-rifing and noon, and 
are call’d Salab Namazi.] 

(7) Mufti) He is alfo call’d by the 

mpounded name of, Mufti-zeman, 
or, Shichulifam, or Sabibi fetva, 
the Maker of Laws, the Giver of 
Sudgment, the Prelate of Orthodoxy. 
He is the Chief of the Ecclefiaftical 
Order, and of the greateft Autho- 
rity in the O/bman Empire ; for even 
the Sultan himfelf, if he will preferve 
any appearance of religion, cannot 
without firft hearing his opinion, put 
any perfon to death, or fo much as 
inflict any corporal punifhment. In 
all a&ions, and efpecially criminal 
ones, his opinion is reguired, by gi- 
ving him a writing, wherein the ftate 
of the Cafe under feigned names, is 
given in the following manner; 
« Zaid, if it be prov'd by good 
* evidences that Titus has acted con- 
‘trary to the Sultan’s commands, 
« and has not obeyed, as he ought, 
€ nor fubmitted to his Mandates ; 
« Is he to be punifhed or no ?” 
When he has read thefe Words, the 
Mufti, according to the ftate of the 
Cafe, fubfcribes, O/&r, (he fhall) or 
Olmaz, (he fhall not). But if the 
Mufti is to appoint the punifhment, 
the Writing given him is to this ef- 
feét: + If aman knew, his ‘horfe 
« had loft his fhoes, and had time 
« and opportunity to have new ones 
«* fet on, yet without any compaf- 
«< fion for his beaft, drove him thro’ 


* rough and ftony ways till the eve- 
“ning; What punifhment fhall be 
« inflicted on fo mercilefs a Ma- 
« fter?” To which the Mufti would 
fubfcribe, He ought to be baftinaded: 
becaufe that is the punifhment ap- 
pointed in their Law for fuch an of- 
fence; (for the Turks believe, that in 
the laft Judgment, God will judge 
Man not only with Man, but alfo 
with Beafis, and-Beafts with Beafts. 
Sentence being given, all Animals 
indeed are inftantly to dye again, and 
return to duft; but that God will 
eternally punifh Infidels, and reward 
Mujulmans , if they have been con- 
ípicuous for Good Works, with e- 
verlafting happineís; or if they have 
polluted themíelves with fin, punifh 
them for a time according to their 
demerits in Ardf or Purgatory, after 
which he will admit them into a ftate 
of Blifs.) After the fame manner, 
in every Caufe, Civil or Ecclefiatti- 
cal, and efpecially in the making 
War or Peace, the Turks are bound 
by their law to confult the Mufti, 
[Such outward Honour is paid tne 
Mufti, that the Grand Signor him- 
felf rifes up to him, and advances 
feven fteps towards him, when the 
Mufti comes into his prefence; who 
alone has the honour of kiffing the 
Sultan’s left fhoulder, whilít the 
Prime Vizir with a profounder reve- 
rence, kifles,only the hem of his gar- 
ment, and is met with but three fteps. 
Ricaut íays, the Titles given by the 
Grand Signor to the Mufti, are as 
follows: ‘* To the E/ad, who art 
** the Wifeft of the Wife, inftruct- 
“ ed in all, Knowledge; the moft 
* Excellent of Excellent, abftaining 
« from things unlawful; the Spring 
* of Virtue and true Science; Heir 
“ of the Prophetic and Apoftolic 
“ Doctrines ; Refolver of the Pro- 
** blems of Faith; Revealer of the 
‘© Orthodox Articles; Key of the 
«< Treafures of Truth; the Light 
“ to doubrful Allegories, ftrength- 
«ened with the Grace of the Mu- 
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Judge, not enduring this cuftom, took occafion when Murad once came 
before him to give in his evidence, to reject him as a Witneís unworthy 
of Credit. The Sultan wondering at this ítrange Proceeding, and asking 
the reafon, was aníwer'd by the Mufti, that indeed he accounted his T'e- 
ftimony true and unexceptionable as imperial, but of no force in judg- 
ment, as coming from a Man who never us’d to be prefent at the com- 
mon Prayers with the reft of the Mu/ulmans (8). Whereupon Murad 
grieving for what was paft, orders as an Attonement for his fault a 
{paciousyfami to be built at Adrianople, over againít the royal Palace, 
which at this day retains the name of Muradié (9). 


3. Murad or Amurath l. 


IV. The year 763 is memorable for the inftitution of the military 
order of the Yfanizaries. Ornus, the Beglerbeg, of Rumeli, had now ; 
taken Ip/ala and Malgara, laid wafte the neighbouring Territories

with fire and fword, and from thence brought away a numberle(s,.J, 


multitude of Captives. Kara Halil Pafha (10), the Prime Vizir takes 
. occaíìon 
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« preme Affifter and Legiflator of 
« Mankind. May the moft High 
t God perpetuate thy Virtues.” 
‘Whatever inward reverence was once 
paid the Mufti, itisnow become very 
little more than form. If he inter- 
prets the law, or gives fentence con- 
trary to the Sultan’s pleafure he is 
immediately difplac’d, and a more 
pliant Períon put in his room. The 
Mufti if convicted of Treafon, and 
the like crimes, is put into a Mortar 
remaining for that purpofe, in the 
prifon of the Seven Towers at Con- 
ftantinople, and pounded to death.) 
(8) Mujfulmans| This word is a 
corruption of Mujliman, Mifliman, 
er Mufluman, as is alio Mufurman, 
from whence Bujurman. It fignifies 
one of pure and untainted faith, or 
as we fhould fay, Orthedox, From 
the word Jmdn came all the obfervers 
of the Mabometan Worthip, who 
follow the rites and ceremonies ap- 
pointed by thofe great Turki/h Saints, 
Imam Azem, and Imim Shafi. They 
who receive any new rites, or fuch 
as are different from thefe, are call’d 
Mezbêbi, Ritualifts, or Hereticks, Ka- 
frand Infidels as the Perfians, and 
R@azi, which name fignifies fome- 
worfe than Infidel. Hence the 
gulman Turks fay, that the divine 
clêmency may be extended to other 


Infidels, namely, Chriftiansand Jews, 
but by no means to the Kefazi, and 
that their fin is íeventy, times more 
heinous in the fight of God than 
that of the others. 

(9) Muradi?) 'That is, Murad’s 
Temple, as Sulamanié, Soliman’s 'T em- 
ple, Mubamedic, Mubammed's Tem- 
ple, &c. Itis the Prerogative of the 
Emperor alone to call any royal 
Jami by his own name, the Prime 
Vizir himfelf, though he_fhould 
build ever fo large a Jami, not being 
allowed to call it by his name as 
Mufìafiê, Muftapha’s Temple. How- 
ever, there are íome which rctain to 
this day, the name of their Founders, 
as, Daud Pafba Famifi, and Ali Pa- 
joa Famifi, But in all thefe the word 
Jamifi ought to be added, which is 
commonly omitted in the $e/a/yn, or 
royal ones, Nor is it Jawful for the 
Emperors to give their names to any 
other Buildings than thofe of the 
Yami, Hence it is that no Town, 
as far as I can remember, retains the 
name of its Founder, except That 
built by Othman, the firít Emperor 
of the Turks, which is ftill call'd 
Othmanjik, and will be farther men- 
tion’d hereafter. 

(10) Kara Halil Pafha'| Halil is 
the proper name of this Paha. Ka- 
ra, fignifies a black man. For ge- 

nerally 
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occafion from hence to fay merrily, “ tho’ it is a common Saying a- 
«< mong us, that all Spoils belong to the Emperor, yet let the number 
« of Captives be ever fo great, they are all ingroffed by private perfons, 
“ and none fall to the Emperor's fhare. Wherefore I fhould think ic 
“ both juft and profitable that fome one of the Emperor's faithful 4- 
“ gavat (11), íhould be appointed at the Straits of Callipolis to feize | 
“ for his ufe every fifth Captive, of whom the more beautiful and ro- 
« buft may ferve at Court, and in the Army.” What the Vizir faid 
in jeft, is ferioufly confider'd by the Emperor, who orders the Vizir 
to puthis advice in execution. Accordingly an Edict being publith’d (12), 


a great number of Captives are brought together ; inítru&ed in the 


Art of War; and a brave Army form'd, which wayted only a name. 
At that time, Haji Bekfa/b (13), a certain religious Turk was famous 
for 
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nerally thofe whofe faces are blacker 
than ordinary, are wont to add this 
word to their name, as Karô Mo- 
‘hammed, Kara Hafen, Kara Mufta- 
pha Fafa, &c. This Halil feems 
to-be thedame, that in the Chrifti- 


, an Writers is called Chairaddin and 


Caratinus, for there was no other of 
this name famous among the Turks, 
except Soliman’s celebrated Admiral. 
*whom the Chriftians ufually call Ha- 
riadenus Barbaroffa. 

(11) Agavat] vulgarly Agalar, is 
the plural derived from the fingular 
Aga, which properly fignifies Lord 
oi Mafter, as any perfon is wont to 
be cald out of refpet. But this 
word is never uíed with regard to 

+ God, who when he is addreffed to 
by the Title of Lord, is call’d, Rebb, 
a name never given to man. The 
word 4a, more efpecially fignifies 
the officers of the Court, or Port, 
and alfo fome of the Army, as the 
Janizar Agafi, or General of the 
anizaries, Kyllar Agafi, or Superin- 
tendent of the Women, who is al- 
ways a black Eunuch, Spabilar Aga- 
fi, General of the Spabi, Silabrad 
Agafi, of the Infantry. 

(12) publifhed} Sultan A/wrad's 
Jaw was, that every fifth Captive 
fhould be taken to en in the Ar- 
my. This cuftom in time being 
dilus'd, it was ordain'd that for e- 
very flave, brought into the City to 
be fold, a Tax of five Leonines 
fhould be collected, which tax from 


the former number of five, 4s ftill 
cald Jzpendz, that is, out of five, 
(tho' fome Turks now write it, Jf 
pend=) for iz in the Perfian language, 
figrtifies out of, and pendz, five. Af- 
terwards when the Soldiery was to be 
increas'd, a new law was devis’d, 
whereby every tenth Son of the 
Chriftians was to be inroll’d among 
the 7amizaries. 'Thislaw held to the 
time of Murad IV. when God ta- 
king pity on the wretched ftate of the 
Cbriffians, it was entirely abolifh'd. 
The Moldavians and Walachians were 
never fubject to this decimation. 

(13) Haji Bektafh| The firft Foun- 
der of an order of Dervi/es, or Monks, 
among the Turks, call'd from him, 
Bektapi. His Tomb is held in great 
veneration, at a Village on the Euro- 
pean fide of the Bo/pborus, call’d Be- 
Joiktafe, not far from Galata. The 
Monks of this order, tho’ they may 
marry, and dwell in Cities and 
Towns; are bound by their Law to 
vifit remote lands, and to falute every 
one they meet with Gazel (or Love- 
Songs, applied by way of Allegory 
to the divine love) and E/ma (that is, 
with the invocation of the names of 
God, which with chem, are reckon'd 
one hundred) and humbly to wiíh 
him all manner of profperity, which 
they are wont to do by the word 
Eivallab, a folemn exclamation us’d 
by Wreftlers, by which the conquey’d 
yields the palm to the conqueror, in 
order to fhow that they acknowledge 

every 
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for his Miracles and Prophecies (14). (He was Founder of that order 
of Dervifes (15), which at this day are call’d Bekta/hi.) To this man 


the 
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e ‘every one to be better and more ex- 


cellent than themfelves, [D? Herbelot 
fays, the Mufulmans reckon ninety- 
nine names of God, which with Allah 
make a hegdred, and therefore cheir 
Tesbisks or Beads confilt wfually of a 
hundred; on each of which they in- 
voke one of the names of God, and 
they have an antient Tradition affu- 
ring them, that the Perfon who fre- 
quently invokes thefe names, fhall 
find the Gate of Paradife open, for 
which reafon fome are continually 
telling over their Beads.] 

(14) Prophecies] The Turks enter- 
tain a very ma opinion of 
Miracles and Foreknowledge of fu- 
ture Events. The firít, they think, 
is beftowed on Prophets alone, 
without any preceding Merit, but 
the laít may be attained by any one, 
by virtue of Good Works. There- 
fore when they affert, that Mahomet 
was the Achir Pergamber, or laft of 
the Prophets; they do not believe 
it poffible for any man after him, to 
work a miracle. But the fore-know- 
ledge of future events may, in their 
opinion, be acguir'd by any Mu/ul- 
man in the conítant practice of vir- 
tue, faíting, and humiliation; and 
thole who have arriv'd to this degree 
of virtue, are call'd Veli, and in the 
plural, Eulia, bleffed, boly, tyr of 
God, or Feliullab, bieffed of God, 
They believe thefe men may be in 
two or more places at once; and tho’ 
in their body they are at Conftanti- 
mople, yet in their mind they may 
perceive whatever is doing at Cairo, 
or any where elíe ; fo that they have 
no occafion for the phyfical moti- 
on of the Body; but enjoy, even in 
this life, the divine beatifick vifion. 
Thefe are commoniy cald, Ezi- 
myfblerden, that is, among the Perfett, 
or the Attainers to the fulne of the 
diving favour.

of Mufick, both vocal anc\inftrumen- 
tal. For the laft, they make uíe of a 
Pipe made of an Indian yted called 
Nei, the fweeteít of all“mufi.al In- 
ftruments. In their Monafteries 
they profefs great humility and po- 
verty, and if viíited, they make no 
diftinétion of perfons, but pay the 
fame refpect to men of all ranks, 
treating them alike. They firft bring 
them Coffee to drink, and if the 
ways have been dirty, they alfo 
wath the feet and fandals of their 
Gueft. When he goes away they 
devoutly accompany him, adding to 
almoft every word or fentence, Æi- 
vallab, and with their tongues exprefs 
the unfeigned humility of their pro- 
feflion. The Kadri with a peculiar 
Superftition emaciate their Bodies. 
For going quite naked, except their 
thighs, they join hands and dance for 
fix hours, nay fometimes a whole 
day, repeating with great vehemence, 
Hi, Hu, Hi, (one of the names of, 
God) till at laft like Madmen, they 
fall on the ground, foaming at the 
mouth, and running down with Sweat. 
Indeed the prime Vizir Kupruli Ach- 
med Pafba thinking this Se& fuper-

Many Indian Monks 
are of this order, and wander over 
the whole Mahometan World, enter- 
taining the People wherever they 
come with agreeable relations of all 
the curiofities they have feen or heard 
of in their Travels, that they may 
both inftruct them in foreign mat- 
ters, and excite them to be the more 
liberal. What a grievance thefe Jn- 
dian Wanderers for this reafon are 
to the Othman Empire, the Reader 
may perceive by what happen’d in 
my time at Con/tantinople, in the reign 
of Soliman YI. There comesat that 
time, a certain Indian with the cha- 
racter rather of ‘a Mefïenger than 
Ambafiador, and being admitted to 
the prime Vizir Kupruli Maflapba, 
delivers him letters from the Great 
Mogul, or (as the Turks call him) 
Padifoab of India, Then he tells 


him by word of mouth, that his ma- 
fter hearing the Othman Empire was 
in a declining condition, and that the 
Enemies of the Mabometan law daily 
grew ftronger, had order'd him out 
of zeal for his Religion, to acguaint' 
the Vizir in his name, that he was 
ready to affift him with either money 
or forces as there fhould be occafion. 
To this, the Vizir is reported to an- 
{fwer, that he thank’d the Grêat Em- 
peror of India for his friendfhip to 
the Othmanide, and fhould endeavour 
to make a return for his Good-will. 
But that at prefent the Othman Em-

“IIL Whilft thefe things pafs'd in Europe, they kindled a much great- 
er flame in Afia. For Caraman ogli hearing Bajazet’s Army was de- 
ítroy'd by the Mo/davians, and believing he had a fair opportunity of 


. cruíhing the Othman Power, aflembles his forces, and in breach of 


his treaty with Bajazef, befieges Kufabia, and deítroys with fire and 
íword the Othman dominions in Afia. Bajazet whom adverfe fortune 
could not difcourage, was inrag’d at the news. Wherefore raifing with 
his Ufual {peed (3) an Army in Europe, he leads them into 4/2, and be- 
fore his Arrival was fo much as fufpected, meets the Caramanian forces 
divided into many Parties, attacks and overthrows them in the 
firít charge.
